OCTOBER 7, 1964 - 7:10 P,M,: Walter W. Jenkins left his office 
jn the White House and, more or less as the representative of the 
President, went a scant 1 1/2 blocks down Pennsylvania Ave. to a 
party celebrating the opening of Newsweek's new offices on the 12tt 
floor of new building at 1750 Pennsylvania Ave. Six Cabinet mem- 
bers were also in attendance at the party (Rusk, Dillon, Wirtz,Mc 
Namara, Freeman, and Katzenbach-acting Attorney General), 

8:05 P,M,: Jenkins, after having one or possibly two high- 
balls and discussing the paper route of his 9 year old son, Lyndon 
left the party in good spirits, He went down the elevator with 
Chalmers M, Roberts of the Washington Post and probably turned 
south on G Street and entered the YMCA, just across the street 
from the rear of the building where the party was still swinging. 

At approximately the same time, Privates Lamonte P, 
Drouillard and Ronald L, Graham (see ECHO) entered the base- 
ment men's room of Washington's G Street YMCA and walked 
directly to four steps leading to a stall shower that has been 
padlocked for 10 years, They opened the shower door witha 
pass key and stationed themselves at two peep holes which gave 
them a clear view of the washroom and also permitted them to 
see over the toilet partitions, 

8:35:P,M.: Walter Jenkins was arrested and taken to 
Washingt on's Metropolitan Police headquarters where the 
blotter, slightly smudged, now reads: 'JENKINS, Walter 
Wilson; Address - 3407 Huntington St., N.W.; Born - March 
23, 1918; Occupation - Clerk; Charge and place arrested - At 
the YMCA, disorderly(indecent gestures); Disposition - collat- 
eral $50, elects to forfeit,"' Forfeiture of bond is not an ad- 
mission of guild under D, C. law. Technically, it is a waiver 
of the right to trial, During questioning by morals Lt, Louis 
A, Fochett, Jenkins admitted that he was a Presidential aid.

NEWS 


SANTA CLARA, CALIF.: For the second time in two months 
(see Nov. DRUM) a California court has been petitioned to re- 
lease a prisoner because of alleged homosexuality in the insti- 
tution, In the September action, a 16-year-old girl pet itioned 
the State Supreme Court for release because, she claims, more 
than 3/4ths of the inmates are in the "chick business." 

Her brief used the lesbianism as a basis for the request, 
though the girl also stated that inmates were placed in straight 
jackets for as long as a week at a time and she admitted that she 
herself was locked up in solitary confinement for a minor in - 
fraction of the rules. 


CINCINNATI, OHIO: Cincinnati and Hamilton County officials 
claim that an increasing homosexual problem exists in the area 
and proposed a three point plan as a solution: (1) A new city 
ordinance making it unlawful for men to wear feminine apparel 
for illicit purposes; (2) an investigation of bars catering to the 
homosexual for possible legal action; (3) the establishment of a 
clinic similar to AA "to aid homosexuals combat their prob - 
lems," 


WASHINGTON, D.G.: The Warren Commission announced: 
"The Commission has investigated rumors that Jack Ruby and 
Lee Harvey Oswald were both homosexuals and, thus, might 
have known each other in that respect, However, no evidence 
has been uncovered to support the rumors--the closest acquain- 
tances of both men emphatically deny them, and Ruby's night 
clubs were not known to have been frequented by homosexuals. "' 


TRENTON, N.J.: Several penologists had praised New Jersey 
for its enlightened and effective sex offenders law, but Governor 
Richard J, Hughes has expressed mis-givings about it and said 
that "it is not working out as well as everyone had hoped. "' 
Hughes said the "capability for sexual offences is a mysterious 
thing!’ and methods of treatment are uncertain, Since sex offen- 
ders are intermingled at hospitals with ordinary mental patients, 
Hughes said, it might be better to confine sex criminals in pri- 
son until screening and rehabilitation methods are improved. 


MIDDLETOWN, CONN.: The most dramatic display of lurid 
literature found in the Old Saybrook Shopping Center next to the 
ice cream palace has prompted a quiet State Police investiga-

THE FORWARD LOOK

SEX AND BIOLOGY 


It is commonly believed that sexual drives may be 
dismissed like a stray dog, with a shout and a kick. 
Or that they may be sermonized away and replaced by a 
veil of beauty. Or that if you do enough gymnastics 
or knitting there won't be time to think about sex, Or 
that sex is sublimated, transformed or transchanneled 
into scientific or artistic or other socially valued 
activities. 

Actually sexual impulses are either expressed in 
sexual acts or they engender frustration. The beatific 
visions of mystics are among the nore harmless products 
of that frustration. But the average person not only 
doesn't achieve spiritual unity or compose sonnets but 
may be quite disturbed in attempting to minimize his 
sexual activity. 

"Sexuality, in its basic biologic origins, is a ca- 
pacity to respond to any sufficient stimulus. It is 
simply a picture of physiologic response and psychologic 
conditioning in terms that are known to the biologist 
and psychologist. This is the picture of sexual re- 
sponse in the child and in most young mammals. For a 
few uninhibited adults, sex continues to remain sex, 
however they have it. But for most persons, a repetition 
of experience inevitably develops a preference for par- 
ticular types of relationships. When, as in our society, 
there are tremendous rewards involved, and social rela- 
tions may determine the life-time happiness of an indi- 
vidual, it is inevitable that certain types of sexual 
activity should predominate and become, in the thinking 
of the majority of persons, the natural, the normal, and 
the right kind of relationship." (Kinsey) 

"Homosexuality is the product of the fundamental 
mammalian heritage of general sexual responsiveness as 
modified under the impact of experience, Men and women 
who are totally lacking in any conscious homosexual 
learnings are as much the product of cultural condition- 
ing as are the exclusive homosexuals. Both extremes rep- 
resent movements away from the original, intermediate 
condition which includes a capacity for both forms of 
sexual expression. In a restrictive society such as our 
own a large proportion of the population learns not to 
respond or even to recognize homosexual stimulii and may 
even become unable to do so. At the same time a certain 
minority group, also through the process of learning be- 
comes highly if not exclusively sensitive to the erotic 
attractions of a like-sexed partner," (Ford and Beach) 

Homosexual contacts and heterosexual intercourse, a- 
long with the other four types of human sexual behavior 
(masturbation, spontaneous nocturnal emissions, petting 
and animal contacts) may appear to be widely different. 
In actuality, they all originate in the relatively sim- 
ple mechanisms which provide for erotic response when 
there are sufficient stimuli. Concepts that hold any of 


these kinds of experience to be unnatural have only cul- 
tural and no biologic foundations. 

Indeed our repressive mores regarding sex spring 
from the very naturalness of all of these forms of sex- 
ual behavior. They spring, in part, from the attempt to 
control the vicarious experiences of the members of so-~ 
ciety and so lend unity to the group through the sup- 
pression of non-conformist behavior, 


Since heterosexual intercourse is the most frequent- 
ly performed sexual activity of adult mammals, it was 
chosen as normal. Other normal forms of sex were label- 
ed abnormal in an effort to discredit them. Most argu- 
ments against homosexuality proceed from this classifi- 
cation, Fears of injuries to be inflicted on society by 
the recognition of the naturalness of homosexual behavior 
come from the feeling that society will lose some of its 
unity through the acceptance of such apparently non-con- 
formist behavior. A truly secure generation of people 
not anti-sexually conditioned would be unlikely to re- 
establish negative sexual attitudes. 


Another aspect of the homosexual problem is the be- 
lief that latent homosexuality is the prime cause for 
anti-homosexual feeling. In probability it is only a 
minor cause, Probably more of a threat to the hetero- 
sexual is the fear of unloosing the repressions he en- 
tertains about his own heterosexuality. 


There is also the belief that homosexuals are more 
active sexually than heterosexuals. Actually the quanti- 
ty of sex enjoyed by the average homosexual is well be- 
low the quantity enjoyed by the average married man. 

There is an additional belief on the part of the 
heterosexual in the wide variety of sexual techniques 
he imagines the homosexual enjoys. In reality, the ho- 
mosexual is as regimented and conditioned in his sexual 
techniques as the heterosexual. 

As for the common heterosexual belief that the homo- 
sexual feels freer about sex, feels less inhibited and 
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suffers less from society's restrictions in sexual as 
well as other areas, this is likewise untrue. A good 
deal of anti-homosexual feelings proceeds, in fact, from 
homosexuals who are sufficiently anxious to belong to 
society to share any of its prejudices. Thus the homo- 
sexual himself is both a victim and a source of anti- 
homosexual prejudice. 


In one additional way is the homosexual viewed as 
nonconformist in his supposed violation of his physio- 
logically masculine inheritance, Talk of fairies, pan- 
sies and the limp-wristed set as a condemnation of homo- 
sexuals is based upon the notion that what is called ef- 
feminate behavior is intrinsic to homosexuals when, in 
fact, such behavior is shown by not more than 15% of 
male homosexuals. The most rugged males are at least as 
apt to be homosexuals as any others, Still, the popular 
idea that homosexuals are effeminate makes them a threat 
to our cultural imagé of masculinity. We are in fact 
probably less concerned with the fact that the male homo- 
sexual has sex with men as with the belief that he em- 
barrasses our image of masculinity. Once again the ap- 
parent nonconformist behavior of the homosexual is taken 
as a threat to individual or social defense and security. 

There are a variety of other anti-homosexual propo- 
sitions, two of the most popular being, if we accept ho- 
mosexuality, won't there be more homosexuals and aren't 
homosexuals a threat to children in terms of making then 
homosexual . 

The first question is based on the feeling that homo- 
sexuality is bad which is a local moral and not a biolo- 
gic or in any case sense scientific judgment. It also 
expresses naivete about the quantity of homosexual ex- 
perience in societies during all periods and in the uni- 
versality of the homosexual interest in man. 


Regarding children's sexuality, there is consider- 
able adult fear over the sexual behavior of children, 
not merely homosexual but all sorts, This proceeds in 
part from the fact that the adult recognizes that the 
sexuality of children is less discriminatory and more 
natural than that of most adults; and the adult both en- 
vies and fears that freedom. 

One of the best ways in fact is to produce sexually 
unhappy adults is to make distressing issues over chil- 
dren's sexuality. 

Though we have seen a variety of specific beliefs 
supporting any homosexual attitudes, most such attitudes 
may be based on nothing more than repetition. Most an- 
ti-homosexual statements may proceed simply from the in- 
dividual thought as to the meaning of those patterns. 
Thus we need not assume that there is even so much as a 
persistent rationale sustaining the entire homosexual 
problem.

MR, MADAM - CONFESSIONS OF A MALE MADAM, Kenneth Marlowe, 
Sherbourne Press, Los Angeles, 1964. 


You never get to know any of the characters in Mr. 
Madam, not even Kenneth Marlowe. I cannot help but com- 
pare his chapters to, say, 13 one night stands — 
strickly physical and pot-luck. He gives a campy re- 
sume of his early life, but it seems that both author 
and reviewer tired of the’ camp at about the same time. 
The brief glimpses of his later life, the people he 
meets and his many business ventures are relatively sans 
camp. 

The book is uninteresting, but not because Marlowe's 
life has been uninteresting. With varying degrees of 
success he has been a hairdresser, female impersonator, 
G-string designer and manufacturer, owner of a tele- 
phone answering service, ministerial student, GI, lover, 
prostitute, madam and pedicurist, He also raised chick- 
ens (feathered variety) for a while. Now, if a writer 
can't get at least one entertaining or interesting book 
out of that, he should try plumbing.

THE HYPOCRITICAL AMERICAN: AN ESSAY ON SEX ATTITUDES IN 
AMERICA. James Collier, Bobbs-Merrill, New York, 1964. 


NO NEW MORALITY: CHRISTIAN PERSONAL VALUES AND SEXUAL 
MORALITY. Douglas Rhymes, Bobbs=Merrill, New York, 1964 


These two new surveys break no new ground. They are 
both short, popular expositions. 

‘The Hypocritical American is the poor man's Kinsey. 
It surveys, in superficial terms, America's sexual prac- 
tices, with a chapter on each major type of sexual "out- 
let". For good measure, a chapter on obscenity and cen- 
sorship is throvn in, As the subtitle indicates, the 
author compares practice and protestation under each 
heading, and comes to the not-very-astonishing conclu- 
sion that we are a nation of hypocrites. There is also 
a half-baked attempt to equate the history of sexual re- 
pression with other historical phenomena. These sections 
will be regarded with suspicion by the historian, and 
with indifference by the prurient. The chapter on homo- 
sexuality is particularly superficial. The most inter- 
esting chapter, so far as this reviewer is concerned, was 
the one devoted to incest; here at least there is infor- 
mation that most readers may find new.

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ECHO MEETS THE VICE SQUAD or How to 
Stop Worrying And Love Thy (erstwhile) 


Enemy 


Strange bedfellows were made at the 1964 ECHO Conference. 
The Saturday morning program was scarcely underway when word 
was passed that the handsome fellow in the tweed jacket was Ron- 
ald Graham, a member of the Washington vice squad. 

His presence at a homophile convention had something of 
whimsy about it, Once the rumor was substantiated everyone re 
laxed and had fun. The young officer seemed to be enjoying the 
program, and not only stayed all day, but came back for the Sun- 
day sessions. 

Just before the Sunday afternoon panel of clergymen assemb- 
led for the ensuing program, there was a stir in the reception 
room of the ECHO conference hall, Above the mingled voices of 
those gathered there, one voice was heard, loud and clear. A tall, 
blond youth bearing a package wrapped in pink had entered the 
room and announced that he had a present. There was a shocked 
silence, Through it, the intruder continued to repeat his message 
over and over like an automaton, 

Almost immediately, the leaders of the four homophile groups 
seperated themselves from the crowd and recruited others to 
form a locked- arm baracade. Thus they confronted the youth as 
he taunted them with: "Are you queers? Are you lesbians? All 
lesbians stand up. How many queers are here?" The package he 
held in his hands all this while was inscribed, "Vaseline" and 
"Queer Convention," 

Now for the story book climax. Into the room came Mr. Vice 
Squad. And while seventy-some membersand guests of the ECHO 
conference looked on, he arrested the "pure Aryan youth'! andled 
him out of the room, 

But since this is life, and not a story- book, we must report 
the following bit of irony-- the young vice squad officer who ar- 
rested the Nazi intruder was a member of the team who, just 
three days previous, had arrested Walter Jenkins! 

ECHO regrets that Mr, Graham was not present to witness 
the magnificent program thatfollowedthe excitement. The subject 
of the panel was: ''The Alienation of the Homosexual from the 
Religious Community." Forthcoming issues of DRUM will report 
in detail on this program as well as the legal discussions In sum- 
mary, however, it was evident to those convened there that the 
attitude of most churches has changed considerably toward the ho- 


mosexual and his problems. The feeling may be best summed up 
by Rabbi Eugene Lipman: "Homosexuals must help us to under- 


stand them. If you help us to understand you, then we are better

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How To Handle A Federal Agent 


The following outline will be expanded in the January DRUM. 

1) RIGHT TO REFUSE: No citizen is required to submit toan 
interogation by any Federal official, FBI, Civil Service Commis- 
sion, military investigator, etc. and you need not even speak to 
them, In certain instances, it may be advisable to grant the Goy- 
ernment theprivilege of interviewingyou: a) You are the subject 
of the interview and the investigator keeps his questions relevant 
to your job performance and qualifications, b) The subject is some 
one else and you feel you have information that is relevant to the 
investigation, In these cases, bear in mind that your refusal to 
cooperate with the interviewer may appear as if you are covering 
up something. This can be very damaging, so you must walk a 
thin line. 

2) DON'T LIE: Your choice is always between answering and 
not answering, NOT between telling the truth and lying. If you are 
asked a tricky question or one in which you are unsure of the facts 
tell the interviewer you do not have the knowlege to answer at this 
time, You must be allowed a reasonable time to answer. 

3) SKIP SEX: Refuse flatly to discuss any question about sex. 
Explain that you are refusing on principle because you feel these 
questions are outside the appropriate scope of the governmental 
interest and not because you think your answers will be compro- 
mising. It is unnecessary (and possibly harmful) to use the Fifth 
Amendment of the Constitution. 

Since this advice is often not properly heeded, we here give 
it additional emphasis: On matters having in any way to do with 
sex and homosexuality, say nothing. "Nothing" means NO THING 
and it does not mean ''just a little." This means you are not to 
discuss juvenile homosexual experiences, and you do not discuss 
so- called "passive" acts. Do ndt attempt to excercise your judge 
ment as to what may or may not be harmful to discuss. Close e- 
very door firmly and absolutely to discussion or comment upon e- 
very and any aspect of homosexuality and sex in general, 

4) BE POLITE: At all times, even when you are refusing to 
answer or are terminating the interview because you feel the ques- 
tions are improper, maintain a civil and polite manner, 

5) BY APPOINTMENT ONLY: Investigators must see you 
at your convenience, with an appointment, and under any other 
reasonable conditions you wish to set. If he does not accept these 
conditions, that's his tough luck. 

6) WITNESSES: Always have a third party with you to actas 
witness. This person need not be a lawyer, but under certaincon 
ditions, it may be preferable, 

7) THE, LIMITS OF POWER: It is the announced policy of 
the FBI that their investigators must not; a) give out information 
about the person under investigation; and b) argue, debate, ordis 
cuss matters with the person they are interviewing. If an investi- 
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gator says that A has done thus and so and asks you to confirm or 
deny it, politely tell him you understand he is not authorized to 
make such statements or to give such information. If he tries 
to engage you in a conversation that is dangerous, subversive, ir 
relevant, or undesirable, tell him you are more than happy to as- 
sist in his investigation, but you do not wish to discuss your view 
If, in your opinion, the investigator has passed the limits of his 
authority or that you are being unfairly treated, politely termin- 
ate the interview and report the incident to his superior. 

8) DON'T SIGN: Sign no statement, take no lie detector test, 
nor give any information about others or yourself in reference to 
homosexuality and sex in general. 

9)’ DON'T RESIGN: Do not resign or allow yourself to be 
stampeded into a resignation. Contest, first administratively, 
and then in the courts, as high as need be, all firings, less than 
honorable discharges, and security clearance denials based on 
homosexuality. To the fullest extent possible, challenge not the 
mere allegations of fact, but the policies, laws and regulations, 

The organizations listed below and the American Civil Liber- 
ty Union will be pleased to offer coaching, advice and encourage- 
ment to those good citizens who wish lawfully to impede their gov- 
ernment's ill advised efforts to disqualify homosexuals, reducing 
them, thereby, to second class citizenship.

This novel is in the same class as City of Night, Naked to the Night, 
The Flaming Heart and others which have been dominated by the theme 
of homosexuality; but in this book we have one thing that is different. 
The first few pages of Stations tell us what the present life situation is 
of the main character, Dominick Wright and the remainder, and much 
larger part of the book, recalls the past. The bock is written to show the 
state of mind of Dominick Wright, and this means that the chapters are 
brief, filled with sexual fantasy and highly symbolic. 

When the narrative opens we have the Wrights, Dominick and 
lucy, making preparations for the wedding of their daughter, Tina. 
Very shortly the parents of the prospective groom, Al Rosso, arrive and 
everyone is now waiting for Al. The impending marriage of Tina is the 
most important event ever to occur in the life of Dominick and the fan- 
tasy in these first few pages is something out of Krafft-Ebing. The in- 
sightful reader will realize at once that Dominick Wright is a sick and 
confused man, just how sick and confused will be revealed in the re- 
mainder of the book. Al finally arrives and it is clear to everyone but 
Dominick that the soon-to-be-married Al is a reluctant dragon indeed. 
He listens to Dominick's hogwash about how beautiful Tina’s virginity 
is, what a rare and pure little girl Al is marrying, how he had better be 
careful on the wedding night with Dominick's precious little Tina and 
similar nonsense; finally, not able to stand this any longer, Al bursts 
out,” ... Who are you kidding? Is everybody crazy here? Suppose | 
told you your precious daughter's already pregnant. Suppose | told 
you | knocked her up, that’s why I’m marrying her, because | have to.” 

Dominick pretends Al is making a dirty joke, like all young men of 
this day and age, and flees the apartment because it is time for him to 
go to work. At what kind of work does Dominick spend his time? He 
is on the vice squad and traps hapless homosexuals in subway stations. 
Dominick has turned his work into a flourishing business. Those who can 
pay are not booked, but blackmailed. The homosexuals who have no 


money are booked, and in this manner Dominick has built up an excel- 
lent record as a vice cop. His little black book, with names, addresses, 
occupations and payment records is bulging, and Dominick has amassed 
@ fortune through his blackmail 

Dominick’s first stop is to collect $100.00 from a victim and when 


the victim tells him, ” ... Here. | hope that’s the last | see of you.” 
Dominick erupts with, “You freaks ... All you think of is money ... I'm 
just letting you off easy because that’s the way | am ... It’s you freaks 


who's ruining this here country 
the bughouse ... 

From this point the book erupts into lush fantasy, but fantasy which 
reveals the entire sordid past of Dominick Wright. The first problem is 
his justification for his actions. He is bothered because he goes so far 
to collect evidence and trap his victims. Actually, he is avidly seeking 
partners to perform fellatio on him but feels thot he has to justify this, 
4" |. Sure there's been times when he’s been relieved ... It's a good 
way of not having too many kids ... There’s nothing wrong with it 
if you‘re not especially interested; it's better than getting a disease 
And when he does it, he tries to think of Lucy.” 

We are now ready for the fantasy revelations of the real back- 
ground of Dominick Wright, of which the following are some indication: 

You became a beach boy ... For a buck you'd go just so far. 
Another buck, a little further. For another, all the way.” 

“ ... In this madhouse zoo, you became an oyster guzzled alive 
down their sex-choked throats.” 

” |.. You were handsome then, your brow smooth as a taut con- 
dom ... You'd pull your tight trunks below the navel, your pubic fea- 
thers preening. . .. How lustfully those sunburnt cobra legs could spread 
... You, the three-dollar key to life had a name then and that name 
was Joy Boy.” 

With this background, and more, Dominick knows the techniques 
for getting a victim to make the fatal move, "Quietly, slyly, you inch 
over. Your trembling knees make contact. Then your arms. It’s arm 
against arm now, knee against knee. You look longingly into the 
stranger's eyes, no longer a stranger, but your dearest friend, your 
lover, your salvation ... ” 

" Hot numbers, cool numbers, expensive ones, doped-up, 
clapped-up numbers—you've had them all ... to mince up to a number 
... your genitals, they're stiff and aching ... You peel the number's 
clothes off one by one...” 

In the line that has become honored in its reality, Dominick stopped 
being trade and became competition. ” ... Thickets, jungle parks, 
bushes, alleys, these became your new home ... In the dark under- 
brush, kneeling, you would pray ... something young, fair, innocent, an 
answer to all your passions ... You became more and more daring. 
Thirteen-year-olds, twelve-year-olds, tens ... ” 

“|. I'm 17 from Wyoming and | never knew a damn thing till a 
guy saw me in the shower and let me have it and | been doing it ever 
since | do it anyway you want... “ 

Where and when did it all begin? The fantasy clears up long 
enough to tell us“... And that red-headed “friend” of yours who used 
to play with you in the basement behind the Virgin's blue effigy... 
trying to escape your friend's headhold as he commands you, his voice 
growing softer, melting into ecstasy...” 

Into this nightmare are thrown pictures of Dominick attempting fo 
pick up young boys who attract him; enticing faggots to make fatal 


Freaks that squeal get thrown into 


moves in dreary subway stations; Dominick having visions of masses 
of naked adolescent males wandering about the streets; peeking into 
places where adolescents are haying sex; his fantasy turning to mas- 
ochistic daydreams of lustful adolescents beating him up; etc. 

Readers will comprehend the fantasy more easily if they keep in 
mind that Dominick Wright is a classic example of the Oedipus complex. 
His mother is the Madonna; his father is a weak personality who is a 
doorman and therefore merits not even a disguise for the contempt 
that his son has for him; Our Leader is the strongman of Dominick's 
fantasy; the Mother Superior is the landlady who haunted his early 
years when he was tricking for $3.00 a session and sneaking them into 
his room; Angel is any beautiful young boy that Dominick covets; “D” 
is the headquarters detective who is tailing Dominick because his super- 
iors are aware that something is wrong, and the book js filled with 
fantasies of fellatio and cunnilingus under every imaginable circum- 
stance and in language ranging from crude to poetic. 

This is a difficult book, but a very good one. Readers will have to 
follow the dialogue carefully and keep the characters firmly before 
them. However, the book is a profound one as indicated by the question, 
“What is truth but those special lies one believes?” 

A Voice That Fills The House. Martin Mayer. (Available through Guild 

Book Service for $3.75) 

This is the recounting of the last days of Inspector Charles Sellers, 
an aristocrat from an old Virginia family, cultivated, urbane, o man 
with an international reputation in police circles and “an old queen.” 
The story is told by a famous American male operatic star whose career 
was launched by one of “those people, who, just over the age of sexual 
attractiveness, are anxious to help good looking young artists in their 
careers.” Of course, the person to whom he refers is none other than 
Inspector Sellers. 

The Inspector has a son, Harry, who is a financial genius and who 
has managed to build up a fortune independently of his father. Harry 
is married to Rosa, leading female singer at San Carlos Opera Compa- 
ny, and is consumed with anger because his father is “queer.” His anger 
flares anew when the Inspector arrives with his latest companion, a 25 
year old Negro, “Black as bitter chocolate.” It happens that Andrews is 
beautiful, sophisticated, intelligent and liked by everyone except, of 
course, Harry. Rosa, with her European background, is more relaxed 
about the matter and tells her husband, ”... Your mother is dead, and 
what your father does in bed, and whom he does it with—this does not 
concern you.” 

In short order everyone is back in New York. The Inspector has 
been given a “vacation” until the heat is off his having gone a bit far in 
breaking up a U.S.—Italian narcotics ring, but the Police Department 
very thoughtfully left Andrews assigned to the Inspector. The narrator 
is making his debut at the Met and, to Harry's annoyance, is surround- 
ed by faggots. The situation becomes so obvious that his attorney finally 
warns him that ” ... Not every creative talent, not every composer, is 
a fag.” 

Through the Inspector and some of his friends, the narrator is in- 
vited to what is supposed to be a seance in a cheap East Side hotel. 
The whole thing is a prearranged fraud as the performance is simply 
a prelude to a sex orgy. As an aftermath of this orgy the Inspector dies 
and one of the frantic efforts, among many, is to collect all of his vast 
and valuable pornography collection from various parts of the house 
before any police come for further investigation or anyone comes to 


make a formal listing of the estate, “My God! There’s four big boxes 
full of erotica upstairs that we dug out of desks and closets and filing 
cabinets...” 

The problems multiply when Harry discovers that the priceless 
pornography collection, as well as the Sellers house in Murray Hill, has 
been left to Andrews. Harry is the outraged son who feels that he is 
being blackmailed by the will. Our narrator gives the book a priceless 
finale. He is attending a party that has been described to him as”... 
It's a big bird nest ... Every queer bird you ever saw. There is nothing 
else like it in the world ... “ 

The evolution of Andrews from what he was when we met him to 
the swishy queen that we last see in the book is one that many of us 
recognize from real life without any difficulty. The problems raised by 
the various aspects of this book are handled with great realism and wit. 
As a matter of fact, the book is filled with gay jokes and lines that 
many of our readers will have heard before, but many, mercifully, do 
bear repeating. 

There is one flaw in the book. The average reader is not as avid 
an opera fan as would have to be the case for all of the information 
about opera in particular and music in general to hold his interest. This 
is a well written, literate, funny book. Leave out the long passages on 
opera and you have a first rate novel.

OCTOBER 14, 1964 - 9:00 A.M: John Barron, a reporter for the 
Washington Evening Star, called the White House in an attempt to 
confirm that the Jenkins on the blotter was the same man as the 
President's aid. The President was campaigning and most of the 
other aides were also on the road, so Elizabeth Carpenter, Lady 
Bird's press secretary, received the message and called Jenkins. 

9:30 A, M,: Jenkins called Abe (Gideon v. Wainwright) Fortas 
who had just walked into his office. ''I'm in terrible trouble," was 
Jenkins! message. 

10:30 A.M.: Fortas and Clark Clifford (another lawyer 
who has figured prominently in the Truman, Kennedy and 
Johnson administrations as a trouble shooter) went to the 
Washington Evening Star and then to the Washington Daily 
News who "agreed not to break the news--provided it was not 
in print elsewhere. '' Johnson, according to Fortas and 
Clifford, had no knowledge of their actions nor of the Jenkins 
affair at this time, 

4:00 P,M.: Jenkins, who had spent the day in Fortas' 
home, was nearly out of control of himself, His personal 
physician, Dr. Charles W. Thompson, concluded that he was 
"worn out" and had him admitted to the George Washington 
University Hospital for "high blood pressure and nervous ex- 
haustion, '' In another part of town, Republican: National 
Committee Chairman Dean Burch also began to lose control of 
himself because the story had not hit the papers. 

4:30 P,M.: The Washington office of the New York Daily 
News received a call from a man identified as "an official of 
the Republican Congressional Campaign Committee" with the 
story. 

6:15 P.M.: Burch cryptically announced: ''There is a 
report sweeping Washington that the White House is desper- 
ately trying to supress a2 major news story affecting the nation- 
al security, " 

Between 6:00 and 7:00 P.M.: Johnson received the news 
and told White House Press Secretary George Reedy: '"We!ve 
got to have a resignation, "' 

7:00 P. M. (approximately): Reedy told reporters that 
Jenkins was "suffering from mental fatigue" and had entered 
the hospital, 

8:09 P,M,: United Press International broke the story, 

8:15 P,M,: KMPC, Los Angeles, disclosed Jenkins! 
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1959 arrest, giving some credence to the rumor that the Re- 
publicans had known about the pasty morals case all along and 
were just waiting for the best political moment to make the 
announcement--Jenkins, on October 7, 1964, played into their 
hand, 

9:15 P,M,: Fortas, at Jenkins' bedside, asked for and re- 
ceived his resignation. 

10:15 P.M.:-"'Walter Jenkins submitted his resignation 
this evening as special assistant, The resignation was accep- 
ted, '' Reedy announced outside the Grand Ballroom of New 
York's Waldorf Astoria where President Johnson had schedul- 
ed (and gave at 11:15) a campaign speech dealing with foreign 
policy. 


OCTOBER 15, 1964 - With GOP hopefuls Goldwater and Miller 
remaining out of the picture directly (curiously, Goldwater's 
speeches seemed tailor-made for the occasion, however), 
Burch accused Johnson of having "covered up"! the 1959 
Jenkins arrest, ''Walter Jenkins has worked with me faith- 
fully for 25 years", Johnson replied, ''No man I know has 
given more personal dedication, devotion and tireless labor. 
Until late yesterday, no information or report of any kind to 
me has ever raised a question with respect to his personal 
conduct, For myself and Mr. Johnson, I want to say that our 
hearts go out with deepest compassion for him, and his wife

case as on any such case the public interest comes before all 
personal feelings, I have requested Mr. Jenkins' resignation, 
Within moments after being notified last night, I ordered J, 
Edgar Hoover of the FBI to make an immediate and compre - 
hensive inquiry and report promptly to me and the American 
people, "' 
OCTOBER 22, 1964 -J, Edgar Hoover reported: Jenkins 
"disclosed no information that has comprised the security or 
interests of the United States in any manner." 


THE FLOWERS’ LASH 


Walter H, Judd, former Republican Representative from 
Minnesota, has had his confidence in the FBI shaken because J. 
Edgar Hoover sent flowers to Jenkins’ hospital bed. With the 
fall flowers came a note: "J, Edgar Hbover and Associates" whic 
has caused shock; disbelief and even outrage in some quarters. 

The major campaign issue was further compounded by Mrs, 
Jenkins! story that the flowers came with an additional verbal 
message that they be displayed prominently and shown to everyone 
who visited Jenkins,

MIAMI, FLORIDA: The resignation of the Florida Legislative 
(Johns) Committee's three top executives has been reported and 
the Speaker of the Florida House of Representatives, Mallory 
Horne, recommended the entire committee be abolished, The 
Johns Committee had produced the "Purple Pamphlet! on homo- 
sexuality that was banned as "official pornography" and withheld 
from circulation until a private publisher made it available. 

The call for the Committee's early termination was echoed 
editorially: ''The Committee ought to be put out of its misery 
as a first order of business, Fabulous Florida has no stomach 
for this sort of fanaticism. " 


DENVER, COLO.: The Criminal Code Committee has begun a 
general study of statutes concerning sex offences. 


CHICAGO, ILLINOIS: A detective posing as a customer obser- 
ved several men engaged in "unnatural sex acts" in the Lincoln 
Baths and 33 persons including eight employees were arrested, 
Illinois is the one state in which the Model Penal Cole provis'’- 
ions allowing private homosexual acts is in force. 
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CLERMONT, INDIANA: A three-day riot followed by innumer- 
able escapes of girl inmates in pajamas occurred at the Indiana 
Girls School after '!a white girl threw a homosexual fit, "' 

"Bor the sake of the sensibilities of the good people who 
read this column," wrote Frank A. White in the Hoosier Day, 

"I will not go into detail about this (homosexual) ritual." He 
continued his self-declared 'factual'' report with the information 
that: "Webster says girl homosexuals are lespians, " Indiana 
authorities seem to be in some disagreement over the direct 
cause of the riots, though the loudest camp seems to favor the 
theory that ''wide-spread lesbianism" is at the core, 

Mrs. Carol A, Wilson, a mother of three children whose 
whereabouts were assumed to be other than the correctional in- 
stitution, laid the cause of the riots on the fact that there was 
neither a PTA or an Alumni Association functioning. Other 
authorities were quoted as saying that the cause of the riots was 
an absence of screens in the windows, 

Prosecutor Percy said he had been told that seven girls in the 
last two months had sought advice on how to avoid "advances" 
from the other girls, but Mrs, Freida Lyda said: "I don't think 
we have any problem, I've never seen any of the acts they talk 
about." Percy intends to investigate charges that officials of 
the school had knowingly overlooked homosexual incidents "to 
keep the girls contented," and he is in the process of conducting 
a Grand Jury probe of the incident, 


NEW YORK, N.Y¥.: The New York Civil Liberties Union filed 
an amicus curiae brief on behalf of a tall, burly 58-year-old 
father who was arrested on a vagrancy charge because he was 
dressed in women's clothing. ''No law is to be stretched to se- 
cure a conviction of a representative of an unpopular position or 
way of living," argued the NYCLU, The case developed after a 
judge had found the man guilty and the defendant appealed the 
decision to a higher court, 


A new entrance to the Times Square subway station was o- 
pened in September, but, for the time being at least, the base- 
ment arcade it was supposed to replace will not be walled-off _ 
because a hamburger stand owner complained. A sum of $51, 750 
was spent on the project designed to eliminate the loitering of "ho- 
mosexuals, panhandlers and other unsavory characters." A pri- 
vate patrolman has been hire to keep the undesirables" out. 


Assistant District Attorney Richard H. Kuh has proposed 
new anti-pornography laws aimed at preventing youths under 
sixteen from purchasing "objectionable" material including girly 
magazines, He cited lurid signs and posters along 42nd Street 
as evidence of a low moral tone that embarasses ''the man from 
Keokuk."

THE FUTURE 

We are currently undergoing what is sometimes termed 
a sexual revolution. And though nothing very revolution- 
ary is happening, one thing which is occurring is the 
increased willingness of our society to speak of sex in 
general and homosexuality in particular. The homosexual 
topic has reached the family magazine and is allegedly 
headed for television. Many of the statements being made 
on the subject, though not especially factual or free 
from negative prejudice are, as a whole, liberal when 
compared with the predecessors. It is too early to say 
what liberalizing effects such discussion will reap, 
though it is reported in England since some of the lib- 
eral recommendations of the Wolfenden Report (making the 
private homosexual acts of adults no longer criminal) 
the number of homosexual arrests and the severity of 
prosecution attending them was lessened. But it is un- 
certain if these events are at all an effect of the Re- 
port itself. 

The issues of the homosexual question are: should 
homosexuals change, should society change, or should 
they both change. 

Social changes are very long term things, and adults 
sexual patterns are generally stable and not prone to 
change. 

Given time and truth, the homosexual problem should 
pe resolved in a realistic direction, that is in the 
elimination of the problem. 
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In the meantime what homosexuals need do is essen- 
tially the same as what heterosexuals need do, for they 
are all in the same boat of antisexualism, though the 
homosexual is a bit more below deck. 


The homosexual, like the heterosexual, needs to be 
accurately informed about the nature of sexuality and to 
understand that his sexual preference, whatever it is, 
is quite normal. 

If a man accepts his feelings or his behavior he will 
be little inclined to apologize for them. Our sexual 
behavior requires neither apology nor defense and efforts 
in the direction of secrecy and apology regarding garden 
variety sex behavior do little but further our antihomo- 
se cual myths. 


The idea that society is massively opposed to homo- 
sexuality is questionable. It would be more accurate to 
say that a small percentage of society is not at all 
opposed, a larger percentage is indifferent and the larg- 
est percentage is probably at bottom uncertain, Many 
persons are ambivalent in their ideas about homosexual- 
ity which is why society is able to maintain such a wide 
discrepancy between private performance and public pro- 
test. Many persons are quite amenable to new informa- 
tion about any area of sex. And many of them would be 
quite happy to modify their positions in a liberal di- 
rection given yeasonable information. 


Regarding the image of the loneliness and sadness of 
homosexuals: persons whether they be homosexual or heter= 
osexual who feel that their lives have been seriously 
degraded due to their sexual preferences are committing 
the error of holding their sex lives responsible for 
their feelings of social inferiority. oar, secrecy and 
guilt are hardly the necessary attendants of any sexual 
preference but can be generated by attitudes toward it. 
Loneliness comes from the choice to isolate oneself 
which is a social and not a sexual type behavior. 


It is true that a person who reproaches himself for 
what is natural will carry his image of unworthiness in- 
to society and so may cause personal isolation. But be- 
tween the sexuality and the isolation are unrealistic 
self interpretations which may be eliminated. The most 
wasteful of these of course is the notion that particu- 
lar sexual preferences affect the total worth of the 
person, 

Regardless of individual preferences, what we as a 
society need most of all in sex is to stop making an 
obsessive fuss about it and to simply enjoy it, for one 
of the prime uses of sex is to provide pleasure. In 
that way we will have made the immense progress of wind- 
ing up Somewhere near where we began,

No New Morality is by the Canon of Southwark Cathedral. 
It is basically a plea to professing Christians to dis- 
card the concept that sexuality is evil. The author main- 
tains that Christ's own charitable views and attitude were 
lost sight of by the church because of the influence of 
St. Paul,whose hostility to the flesh is of course notor- 
ious. There is a brief, and somewhat condescending appen- 
dix entitled "The Predicament of the Homosexual." Canon 
Rhymes quotes extensively and approvingly from Towards A 
Quaker View of Sex. This latter pamphlet, in the re 
Viewer's opinion, says everything that Canon Rhymes says 
and says it a good bit more cogently. The Quakers also 
deal more forthrightly and in greater detail than does 

the Canon with specific problems, such as what the Chris— 
tian's attitude should be toward pre-marital intercourse 
and homosexuality. Canon Rhymes, while urging "charity" 
and openmindedness never quite says that pre-marital in- 
tercourse, or homosexual practice are not to be condemned. 
Some two-hundred years ago, Samuel Johnson, when asked to 
comment on a female preacher (in those days an almost u- 
nique phenomenon) remarked, "It is like a dog walking on 
its hind legs, sir, you don't ask whether it walks well, 
you wonder that it does so at all." Perhaps we should 

not criticize a high dignitary of the Church of England 
because he does not write a really good book urging 
Christians to be Christian about sex, but be grateful that 
he should write it at all,

ENGLAND: Two British psychiatrists are using the Pavlovian 
conditioned reflex theory to change homosexual orientations. 
‘The patient, who has evidenced interests in marrying and rais- 
ing a family, was placed in a darkened room and a photograph 
of an attractive male was flashed upon the screen. The patient 
was given eight seconds to change the picture and, if he failed 
to do so, the physicians gave him an electrical shock strong 
enough to be considered "extremely unpleasant", The shock 
continued until the patient removed the picture. 

By this method, the doctors hoped to stop the "habit" of 
gazing at, or thinking about, male partners. This is compar- 
able to what has been called "aversion therapy". 

After twenty-eight such shock treatments each involving 
the time lapse of twenty minutes over a period of two weeks, 
there was "steady progress. '' The patient eventually reported 
that he became engaged and was shortly to be married, 


VALLETTA, MALTA: At a conference of Catholic Doctors dis- 
cussing "problems connected to misunderstandings leading to 
separation and divorce", Washington psychiatrist Dr. John R. 
Cavanaugh made a "plea" that both latent and overt homosexuals 
be called by Catholic ecclesiastical authorities an impediment 
to marriage. The Doctor, a former president of the Guild of 
Catholic Psychiatrists in the United States, claimed that ''the 
invert cannot develop self-less love and is psychologically, and 
usually physically, impotent with a heterosexual partner, " 


YMCA 


The problems posed by homosexuals to the administrations 
of YMGAs were discussed during a two hour panel composed of 
about one dozen Y represeniatives, a psychologist, several case 
workers, anda representative of the Janus Society. The Noy. 
5 panel was led by Wardell B, Pomeroy, Ph.D., co- author of 
the Kinsey Reports and a practicing psychologist, 

The Phila. Y officials are concerned about the negative pub- 
licity that has been part of the Jenkins case aftermath and are 
particularly interested in adopting proceedures that will be ef- 
fective in curbing public solicitation on their premises while a- 
voiding the violent extremes adopted by the Washington, D.C, 
branch. 

Maintaining respect for the rights and dignity of individuals 
while protecting the Y's legitimate interests is a difficult prob- 
lem for which a solution does not seem readily available.

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Government Backs Down 


By acting in default, the Federal Government set an import- 
ant, if negative, precedent during October in Dew v. Halaby. 

Dew was dismissed from the Federal Aeronautics Agency in 
1958 after having served for 20 months. The charge that at the 
age of 18 or 19 he had smoked marijuana on five occasions and had 
engaged in four homosexual acts, some of them for money. He 
fought. 

Somewhat to the consternation of the Government, the Su- 
preme Court which has seldom chosen to hear such cases in the 
past, decided to take this one. InSeptember, as the Court re- 
convened, the Government restored Dew to his job with full 
back pay ($76, 000) and allowances, and a training course to bring 
his capabilities up to date. 

He remains, subtly, in somewhat less than first class status, 
however. Halaby, the FAA Administrator stated publicly that Dew 
will not be in a position to control air traffic. 

The moral pointed by this is exceedingly plain and exceedingly 
important: The Government is beginning, increasingly, to feel it- 
selfplacedon the defensive in cases such as this. To its discredit, 
it does not choose to put its house in order by taking, on its own 
initiative, the firm, bold andcourageousmeasures necessary, but, 
is merely trying to keep others from forcing the issues and mak- 
ing it do the housecleaning. 

Therefore, those who feel they have been denied their rights 
by the Federal Government in cases involving Ciyil Service emp- 
loyment, military discharges, and security clearances are begin- 
ning to fight their cases, vigorously and firmly, on the basis of 
the principles and policies involved, rather than just upon mere 
fact and proceedure. 

Whenever the Government can be pushed with its back to the 
wall, as in the case of Dew v. Halaby, either it will back down or 
the plaintiff-appelant may well win the case, with the establishment, 
either way, of an important precedent. 

At the U.S, Court of Appeals level, Judge F, Skelly Wright, 
the dissenting member of the three Judge court said: 

"If this ruling remains the law, no civil service job is safe. 

Any civil service worker who becomes persona non grata with 

the powers that be may have some historical research made 

on his pre- employermt background in an effort to turn up 
something ‘disqualifying, ' He may be asked all manner of 
questions, the scope of which may be directly proportional to 
the intensity of the desire of the Government agency to get the 
worker's job. Of course it will be suggested that no Gov- 
ernment agency would indulge in this sort of thing, that it just 
cannot happen here, But it has happened here,"

Your letter is so very familiar to me in that I could have written something 
similar when I was nineteen. Aware of my orientation, thinking I was alone 
and fearing that I must be somehow off my rocker or at least a viscious 
pervert, Iwas convinced that therapy or some kind of external flagelation 
was necessary to either cure me of my wicked ways or let me be resigned 
to my less than acceptable fate. 

Today, in off moments, I have frightening remembrances of those times and 
your letter brought these into clear focus. D., no matter what else can be 
said, it would be easier not to be homosexual on many levels. Homosexual- 
ity, as Freud so aptly put it, is certainly no advantage, but as he quickly 
added, it is neither anything to be ashamed of, nor vice, nor degradation, 
"It cannot be classified as an illness,"

tions and to recognize that, whatever our sexual orientation, it is indepen- 
dent from our worth as human beings. 

The sentiments here expressed are often difficult to apply to day to day 
living and that is the challenge of the homosexual in America, The Janus 
Society is here in an effort to help you meet that challenge on your terms.

Arrest 
On October 8, 1964, in Division 42 of the Los Angeles Municipal Court, 


Judge Erich Auerbach presiding, the preliminary hearing in the case of the 
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people versus Cohn and Blaske wae held, Allen A. Cohn and Francis 
Richard Blaske were charged with violation of 288 A. P, C. (oral copulation). 
‘The testimony proceeded in this fashion, Officer Jerry F. Larimore testi- 
fying: The two officers (Larimore and Don MacKenzie) observed the defen- 
dants emerging from Harold's on Main Street, a known homosexual bar. 
‘The two defendants were overheard discussing their getting a room together 
at the Howell Hotel, a known "trick pad". The officer indicated that his sus- 
picions were aroused by the fact that one of the defendants had been seen 
frequently in that area, in the company of obvious homosexuals, and by the 
fact that the area is a notorious congregat ing point for homosexuals. The 
arresting officers, unobserved, followed the defendants upstairs, and stood 
in the corridor outside the defendants room, No. 35, listening, and looking 
for some way to see inside. They discovered a crack in the door frame, 
caused by an ill-fitting door. Officer Larimore peeped through the crack 
and observed Cohn hand $2.00 to Blaske, and tell him "Take your clothes 
off." The police then secured the key to a linen closet adjacent to Room 
No. 35. 

Officer Larimore stood leaning out of a window in order to look into an 
adjacent window, observing in this manner the commission of the act in 
question. The Public Defender asked to strike the officer's testimony and 
to dismiss the charges, on the grounds of illegal search. Judge Auerbach 
denied the motions. The Judge said that the officers’ conduct was proper. 
as the officers had done nothing to alter the physical surrouncings in order 
to invade the defendants! privacy. He cited two similar cases, Bielicke and 
Rigoletto, in which the spying was done through facilities specifically alter- 
ed for that purpose. His Honor drew the distinction between the present 
case and the others on the grounds that the officers had taken the surround- 
ings as they found them and had used existing facilities for their observa- 
tions in this case, The defendants were bound over to the Superior Court 
for arraignment on October 22, 1964. The Judge allowed reduction in bail 
for the "butch", but no reduction for the '"'femme"'. 

We of the United States Mission are actively engaged in a crusade to main- 
tain the religious freedom guaranteed by the U. S. Constitution. It is our 
opinion that many of our laws in the sexual sphere are attempts to force the 
Judaic- Christian system of morality and ethics upon people of different 
faiths, philosophies, and tastes and that these attempts represent violations 
of our rights under the First, Ninth, and Fourteenth Amendments to the U.S 
Constitution. Since this case exemplifies those things we are against, we 
consider it our legitimate concern. 

We should certainly appreciate any assistance which you would be able to 
render us in this matter.
